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BASIC-ABSTRACT: NOVELTY - The cylindrical housing (6) used for a metal carrier 
for a catalyst is made from a ferritic rust-free steel containing molybdenum. 

DETAILED DESCRIPTION - Metal carrier for a catalyst comprises a honeycomb 
structure (5) having a cylindrical shape and a number of air channels (4) 
running in its axial direction, and a cylindrical housing (6) covering the 
periphery of the honeycomb structure. The cylindrical housing (6) is made from 
a ferritic rust-free steel containing molybdenum. 



USE - Used in a vehicle engine exhaust system. 

ADVANTAGE - The housing has improved high temperature oxidation resistance.
